-And a few more things that I just can't remember right now. 

Needless to say. I've given this puppy a proper overhaul, so if 

you're looking for a van to breathe life into, I did most of the leg 

work for you. 

What it still needs: 

-Power steering pump needs replacement pretty soon. 

-Needs new battery. 

-Eventually, the engine dampers will need to be replaced, but not 
for a while. 

-There is a slight engine knock, though me and my mechanic 
friends determined it is slight and that this engine could easily get 
another 100,000 miles. These engines are CHAMPS

1985 Toyota Van - Almost always starts - Parts or rebuild - $600 
(West Olympia)lt runs and drives, with some exceptions. If it gets 
all the way warm, and then sits for 10 to 60 minutes, it won't start 
until it cools ALL the way down, (like, a couple hours). Exception: 
it will fire right up if you jumpstart it. This is getting worse. 

It doesn't shift into overdrive until it's ALL the way warm, like a 
few miles down the freeway. This is getting worse. 

Those are really the two dealbreakers for us - we haven't been 
able to track down those problems and our trusted mechanic 
hasn't been able to either. 

It has many other quirks, which we have happily lived with for 
years, like that the 12V charger only works intermittently, and the 
gas gauge works but only if you know the secret code. The dash 


lights usually work, but not always (headlights always work). 

When I bought it about 6 years ago, the engine and transmission 
had just been rebuilt. The chassis has almost 250k miles on it. The 
rebuilt engine and tranny just around 35k. In the last year, it's had 
a new starter and alternator put in. Well maintained as far as 
routine maintenance. 

Body has a lot of useable parts, no major rust. The panel just 
below the gas nozzle has some old poorly-bondoed repairs, and 
the sliding door is banged up a little. Interior is mostly gutted. 

We've had a lot of good times in this rig, and I'd love to see it go 
to someone who wants to turn it into something cool.
